A SALES REPORT ON THE FOUR FRENCH SIRES 


Goya Ii, “Priam Il, “Hierocles, “Adaris 


Part of the first American-bred crops by the four French sires—- 
“Goya Il, *Priam Il, *Adaris, and *Hierocles—were sold at the 
Keeneland and Saratoga Sales. Their 44 yearlings commanded a 
great deal of respect and interest, were sought by America’s lead- 
ing racing stable owners. Nearly a third of a million dollars 
was spent for them. 


The 44 yearlings brought an average of $7,/20. At both Keene- 
land and Saratoga their average price was above, by a consider- 
able margin, the general sales averages. They also brought top 
prices individually. The second highest price at the Keeneland 
Sales was the $25,500 paid for a *Goya II colt. The highest price 
for a colt at Saratoga was the $24,000 paid for a *Priam II colt. 


The 29 colts averaged $8,003 each and the 15 fillies, $5,853. At 
Keeneland their 17 yearlings brought $7,676 as against the gen- 
eral sales average of $6,009. The 27 sold at Saratoga nearly 
doubled the general average-—$7,015 vs. $3,688. 


The entire sales series showed that sound yearlings by good sires 
and from good mares brought good prices. The four French sires 
followed this same pattern .. . but their yearlings brought much 
greater prices .. . at Keeneland, despite the most “rugged” of 
opposition, 27.7% higher than the general average, and at Sara- 
toga 90% higher.

The Hazard in Picking Spots; 
A Fair Sort with a Pedigree 


New York 

At the end of the Aqueduct meeting. 
it wasn’t much of a secret that the man- 
agement was highly dissatisfied with the 
reception given to its steeplechase stakes. 
It had put up two $10,000 races, the Har- 
bor Hill and the Glendale. The first of 
these drew five starters, one of which 
came down, and the others finished scat- 
tered out over a distance of 49 lengths 
according to the chart, which I thought 
was generous. The second drew four, and 
this time from first to last was a matter 
of 54 lengths, which is something more 
than a sixteenth of a mile. 

There was, as a matter of track policy, 
no steeplechase or hurdle races on Satur- 
days or Labor Day, but one of the off days 
went jumpless because Jack Cooper, the 
steeplechase secretary, couldn't get a race 
to fill, though he tried several. The hur- 
dles did fairly well. the steeplechases 
didn't do well at all. 

This department has always argued that 
steeplechasing is a sporting and colorful 
part of racing, and that while the jumping 
events draw less betting than flat racing. 


they make up for this by giving a vari- 
ety and interest to the programs which 
draw more people. The argument is still 
held. and the belief here is that the elim- 
ination of steeplechasing in the name of 
greater revenue is short-sighted. 


But nobody could have called the Aque- 
duct jumping stakes exciting or colorful. 
and a litthke more of this and there'll be 
no jumping there. particularly as it’s now 
permissable to run eight flat races a day 
in New York. If this happens, the sieeple- 
chasing stables will have no one to blame 
but themselves. They didn’t run when 
they could. 


It is quite true that, in the case of the 
Glendale, rains of the previous day had 
made the course very soggy. It is also true 
that when you run a non-mudder on an off 
flat track about all that can happen to 
him is that he gets beat. while a non- 
mudder on a steeplechase course may in- 
jure himself, but it is equally true that 
steeplechase trainers wait for spots and 
run only when they please, regardless of 
the effect on the fields. 


Nobody disputes that it is a trainer's 
right to run his horses when and where 
he likes. But if the exercise of this right 
is going to put an end to or bring about 
a serious diminution of, the game through 
which he makes his living. then the exer- 
cise of this right is of doubtful wisdom. 

Steeplechasing has taken some big 
losses in the last year, in the shape of the 
Saturday and holiday programs at the 
Metropolitan New York tracks, and in the 
complete elimination of jumping events 
at Pimlico. It is going to take some more 
if it lets four-horse fields go to the post in 
the $10,000 stakes. Either the  steeple- 
chasing stables are going to make a gen- 
uine effort to back up the races that are 
written, or they arent going to have any 
races to back. Never mind the right or 
wrong of this situation; it just happens 
to be true. 


CONDITION. In 1946 and 1947 the Bel- 
dame Handicap drew so many overnight 
entries that it had to be split, and since at 
the time anyone who wanted money could 
just go out and get another scoopful, 
each division was given the original

CHRONICLE 


Dear Boss: 

Our yearlings now have been in train- 
ing a month, and I am happy to report 
they are coming along nicely. They are 
galloping about a mile-and-a-half daily 
in the big field. In another two or three 
weeks we plan to move over to the race 


track (Keeneland) with them. Here’s 
how we're handling the yearlings this 
fall: 

The fact that our foals are haltered 
during the first week of their lives and 
are led daily thereafter is a great help. 
At breaking time, all of our yearlings 
are gentle, are used to being handled, 
and generally are quick to learn. If they 
had “grown up wild.” as on some farms. 
it would take weeks to quiet them down 
and get their confidence. You can’t start 
handling a Thoroughbred too early in life. 

We started off by snapping a leather- 
covered bit in each yearling’s halter and 
buckling a surcingle around his midsec- 
tion. After about a half-hour of walking. 
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each was turned loose in the stall. When 
turned loose, some got humps in their 
backs and others buck-jumped a bit, but 
by the third day they all seemed perfect- 
ly accustomed to the new outfit. 

After removing the surcingle each day. 
we would buckle a light saddle on each 
yearling, leaving it on a little longer each 
time. 

The harness maker made us a nice set 
of bitting harness, It is composed of a 
simple bridle (with leather bit) and a 
surcingle with rings where reins may be 
buckled on or snapped in. We began using 
this bitting rig during the second week. 
Each day for about an hour the year- 
lings would wear it in the stall, the reins 
fastened closely enough to “mouth” and 
teach the yearling to respond to it. 

After a half-hour in the stall with the 
harness. the youngsters would be taken 
into the small paddock alongside the 
barn, where they would be “roped” on 
the trot. The longe line was snapped into 
the left ring of the bit when going to the 
left, then the right on the reverse. This 
starts the yearling to turning on signals 
from the bit. 

Since our stallions are turned out most 
of the day, we are able to use their big 
14-by-24-feet stalls in our breaking. The 
roping takes a bit of the “edge” off the 
yearling. After the roping, we'd lift a 
bey on each yearling in the big stalls. 
where they’d be ridden first in one direc- 
tion and then another. The first day a 
man led the yearlings around the. stall 
with the boys up. but after that the boys 
handled them by themselves. 

When the boys had mastered the stall 
riding pretty well, we moved out into the 
hallway of the barn, and then to a small 
paddock adjoining the barn, We contin-

ued using the “bitting” for half an hour 
in the stall each day, along with a few 
minutes of roping, during the first two 
weeks of breaking. 
A good. quiet lead pony is invaluable 
When we left the 
stalls with boys up, the 
parade up and down 


in breaking yearlings. 
pony the 
the barn until the 
yearlings got settled, then we'd put each 
yearling in front at intervals. The same 
procedure was used in the small paddock 
—and we’re still doing it in the big field. 

The third week we went into the big 
field with the yearlings. but each day 
before going into it we jogged up and 
down the barn a couple of times, then 
around the small paddock. and so on. just 
to get the “edge” off. 

I have made a point of sending each 
yearling away from his set each day to 
jog and canter slow figure 8's. This is 
just for about five minutes. It sharpens 
them up on the use of the bit, teaches 
them to go alone, to be handy, and so 
forth. 

When we started going to the big field. 
we would walk for about a quarter-mile. 
then jog a quarter. After another walk. 
we'd gallop a quarter-mile. Each day we'd 
lengthen the jogs and the gallops and 
shorten the intervening walks until now 
we go out and walk a quarter-mile, jog 
a quarter-mile, and then canter slowly 
a mile and a half, 

I think it is rather important not to 
get a yearling too tired during this period 
of his education, therefore the interven- 
ing walks until we get him legged up. 
A tired colt oftens becomes sulky and 
develops other habits that later have te 
be overcome. 

We gallop different directions on dif- 
ferent days, and often do figure 8's with 
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the set in Indian file. Also we shift 
them around into different positions— 
in front, in the rear, on the inside, on 
the outside, in’ the middle. In other 
words, we try to get them used to some 
of the things theyll encounter in’ races 
later on, 

After each set completes its gallop, we 
walk for 30 or 40 minutes. | am _ gen- 
erally on the lead pony and we ride 
all over the farm, from one field to the 
other, up and down the reads, through 
the other barns, and so forth, and let 
the youngsters see about everything there 
is to be seen. By the time we are finished 
walking, every yearling is perfectly quiet 
and cooled out. Back at the barn the boys 
remove the tack and rub their mounts 
down, then turn them out. 

The yearlings invariably have their 
rolls as soon as they are turned out, 
then they jump up and graze until noon, 
when they are brought back to their stalls 
for feeding. Everyone of the youngsters 
is sunburned. 

We keep them in their stalls in the 
afternoon, and after their night meal 
they are turned out until brought up in 
the morning again for feeding. I'd esti- 
mate our yearlings are outside their 
stalls about 16 hours every day. They all 
look good, and I believe this kind of 
handling is going to help make them 
tough, hardy horses. The stud colts. in- 
cidentally, still run together. 

We have the same exercise boys as 
last year, with one exception. One went 
back into the Navy early last month, so 
| had to replace him. The new boy, when 
applying for the job, said he weighed 
110 pounds, but I found him holding out 
like a number of other exercise boys. 
The seales showed him a strong 123, 

1 really prefer heavy boys to light 
ones in starting off yearlings. Generally. 
the light boys are a bit young and timid. 
The heavier boys have had experience 
and are not afraid. It is rather important 
that a boy be firm—but not rough—with 
a yearling for it seems rather easy for 
one of these youngsters to learn wrong 
before he learns right. All of our boys 
weigh between 120 and 125, and_ since 
1 do not plan to “try” our yearlings 
they will be quite satisfactory. 

As I said before in this report, we 
plan to move over to the race track a 
little later, and yet I say we are not going 
to have any “trials.” This may seem 
inconsistent to you, but here is my 
reasoning: 

Mentally training a Thoroughbred is 
just as important as physically training 
one, or more so. That is why we are 
going over to the track. It is impossible 
on a farm to entirely simulate — the 
atmosphere of a race track. A race track 
is completely different. 


I have seen yearlings and even 2-year- 
olds, gallop and breeze perfectly on 
farms. but when they reached the race 
track they acted as green as though they'd 
had no previous training, They'd weave in 
their gallops, shy from the rail, duck 
from the poles, frighten at passing horses, 
run out at gaps. wheel. prop, and other 
things. 

This was because they were seeing 
things they'd never before seen, and 
until they became accustomed to the 
activity of the race track little progress 
could be made with their training. 

There are about 500 horses in training 
over at the track, so there’s plenty going 
on over there for the yearlings to see 
when we get there. 

Now for those “trials.” L think it is a 
good thing to “open gallop” at a two- 
minute clip or slower, but I have yet 
to have any one present me with sound 
arguments for testing a yearling’s speed. 
There are many reasons given for trials, 
but none of them stand up. 


TO MARKET, owned and bred by 
Washington Park Futurity by 3! 
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For instance, the other day I asked 
a trainer his reason for getting his 20 
yearlings ready for trials. “Because the 
boss wants it.” he said. “Since he pays 
the bills. willing to do what he 
wants done, but it is my feeling we've 
never gained anything by them. In sev- 
eral Cases weve set ourselves back.” 

This trainer said that his boss con- 
tends it’s the only way to learn what 
yearlings to engage in stakes. but that 
three years ago a youngster that did 
not try well and was left out of stakes 
developed into the best 2-year-old the 
next year, “Last year.” our friend con- 
tinued, “the boss didn’t like the works 
on about six of our yearlings, but be- 
cause of what had happened the year 
before he got afraid and just put the 
whole crop in stakes.” 

The routine that we use in breaking 
our yearlings is possible only because 
we are a very small outfit and have so 
few to break. If our operation entailed

Elmendorf Farm 
Has Been Sold 


The sale of the Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment known as Elmendorf Farm 
Was announced on Wednesday of this week 
by P. A. B. Widener 3rd. The purchasers 
are Tinkham Veale 2nd and Sam A. Cos- 
tello, of Cleveland, sons-in-law of the late 
A. C, Ernst. 

The transaction includes the 605-acre 
tract which has been operated as Elmen- 
dorf by Mr. Widener, and also the breed- 
ing stock, composed of 31 broodmares. 
20 foals of 1950, and the stallions Roman, 
Unbreakable, and Chance Shot. The farm 
name was included in the sale. 

Not included in the transaction are ap- 
proximately 700 acres of the original EI- 
mendorf tract, which is owned by Mr. 
Widener and is being operated under Jease 
by Miss Mildred Woolwine. 

Possession of Elmendorf will be given 
to the new owners on October 15. Mr. 
Widener will continue to occupy the resi- 
dence at the farm for a year or so. In 
announcing the sale of the farm, Mr. 
Widener stated that he is not retiring 
from Thoroughbred breeding, at which 
his family has been outstandingly success- 
ful for many years, but that he would 
acquire a smaller place in the Lexington 
neighborhood. He also will continue to 
operate the racing stable which now is 
campaigning. 

Mr. Widener said the negotiations sur- 
rounding the purchase of Elmendorf had 
been satisfactory to all parties to the 
transaction, and that he was confident that 
the new owners would continue the high 
traditions set by the establishment. 

Plans for the future operation of Elmen- 
dorf were not announced immediately by 
the buyers. Nor was the sale price stat- 
ed, though it was probable that it was the 
largest such transaction since the King 
Ranch—Greentree Stud—Ogden Phipps 
syndicate bought the lands and horses be- 
longing to the late Col. E. R. Bradley's 
Idle Hour Farm in 1946. The price re- 
ported in connection with this sale was 
approximately $2,800,000. 

The Messrs. Veale and Costello are 
sons-in-law of the late A. C. Ernst. Cleve- 
land accountant, philanthropist, and horse 
breeder and Mr. Veale married 
the former Harriet Ernst, and Mr. Costel- 
Jo is married to the former Frances Ernst. 
After the death of Mr. Ernst in 1948, the 
family decided to continue the operation 
of the breeding farm at Lexington. Later 
Mr. and Mrs. Veale acquired the farm 


owner,

and other Turf holdings and have operat- 
ed it under the management of Lou Doher- 
ty, who was manager at the time of Mr. 
Ernst’s death. Last May, Mr. Veale an- 
nounced the purchase of the racing and 
breeding stock of Abram S. Hewitt. About 
75 horses were involved, including the stal- 
lion *Rustom Sirdar, which the Veales 
own outright, and Some Chance and Pha- 
lanx, in which they have an interest. 

Last year the Ernst Farm sold ten 
yearlings at Saratoga, for an average of 
$6.420. It was the establishment’s first 
venture as a marketer of yearlings. This 
year Ernst Farm sold 24 yearlings at 
Saratoga for an average of $5,146. 

The racing stable and yearling sales 
program of the Ernst Farm have been 
under the direction of Mr. Doherty. It 
was he who prepared the groundwork for 
the Elmendorf transaction.

Dr. Strub States His Views: 
No9-Race Cards, 6-Day Weeks 


Los ANGELES 
Dr. Charles H. Strub, of Santa Anita 
Park, returned recently from an extended 
vacation in France to find things pretty 
much the same on the home front. Vari- 
ous race tracks in California are still un- 
happy over their allotted dates for 1951, 
and it reminded Dr. Strub that he had 
a few things to say on the subject. He is 
excellent copy. his remarks are always 
interesting, and every newspaper and 
wire service in Los Angeles was repre- 
sented on the date set for the interview. 
First off. Dr. Strub thought that Cali- 
fornia should be divided right across the 
middle as far as racing is concerned. 
“This is a big state,” he said, “and we 
produce many Thoroughbred race horses. 
The Los Angeles and San_ Francisco 
metropolitan areas are separated by al- 
most 500 miles. I see no reason at all 
why race meetings cannot. and should 
not. be held simultaneously in’ southern 
and northern California. Race tracks in 
the North and in the South should be per- 
mitted to operate during those seasons 
in which they believe they can offer the 
hest meetings. invite any track in 
northern California to operate at the same 
time that a meeting at Santa Anita is in 
IT will not raise the slightest 
opposition.”

Dr. Strub announced that Marcel Bous- 
sac. outstanding Thoroughbred owner and 
breeder in France. is sending a stable of 
voung horses to Santa Anita this winter 
in charge of Trainer Horatio Luro. and 
he said that Middleground. King Ranch’s 
winner of the Kentucky Derby. will be here 
to challenge for the rich Maturity stakes. 
which this winter will gross almost $250.- 
000. He also said that Warren Wright's 
Calumet Farm stable will be here to make 
another attempt to win the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap. The Calumets were 
“blacked out” of the race with Whirl- 
away, failed with Armed, and missed with 


Citation. Ponder and Two Lea. The sup- 
position is that Coaltown will lead the in- 
vasion this time. 

Ever since the announcement was made 
that Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe had been 
added to the list of Santa Anita officials, 
there has been considerable speculation 
over what his duties might be. Dr. Strub 
ended the guessing by stating that Kilroe 
will be assistant racing secretary to Webb 
Everett. It is a position similar to the one 
he holds at most New York tracks. “and I 
consider him the outstanding young sec- 
retary in the United States.” Dr. Strub 
added. As for Everett. “I hope he spends 
the rest of his life with Santa Anita,” Dr. 
Strub said. 

There are a number of practices pret- 
ty general in racing throughout the coun- 
try, and becoming more prevalent in Cali- 
fornia. that Dr. Strub considers bad for 
the sport. He is opposed to the practice 
of nine-race cards, for example, on the 
erounds that it makes enemies for racing: 
he is against six-day racing weeks be- 
cause he says they show no considera- 
tion at all for the merchants; he is against 
the daily double. the quinela. other 
similar forms of wagering because they 
are “gadgets” to extract the last “dime or 
dollar” from the publie. He is’ bitterly 
opposed to night racing because it tends

. and no gadgets 
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to make the sport a commercial merry-go- 


round. “If we ever have night racing 
here.” he said, “it will not be long before 
the sport in California is killed.” 

As for television, there will be no direct 
telecasts from Santa Anita except per- 
haps for a special race. “It will never 
be used as a poolroom operation.” 

Dr. Strub added that he has no 
thoughts of retiring, and that when his 
time comes to go, he hopes it will be at 
his desk in his office at Santa Anita. 
Gwynn Wilson, young Bob Strub and oth- 
ers will carry on his policies. he said. 
There is not much doubt that he has al- 
ways stood for the finest in the sport. and 
that he set a high standard for racing in 
southern California. 


$1.000 REWARD. Dr. Strub’s remarks 
on racing followed by a few days a simi- 
lar talk by Commissioner Dwight Murphy 
of the California Horse Racing Board. A 
day before the close of the Del Mar sea- 
son. Mr. Murphy made a point of jour- 
neying from his home in Santa Barbara 
to the seaside course to have lunch with 
members of the press and let us know 
how he felt about certain things. 

He did not feel too good about the 
nine-race cards that were instituted at 
Del Mar during the last three weeks of 
the season. He explained that Loyd 
Wright. chairman of the California Horse 
Racing Board. was away at the time the 
request came in from Del Mar. He and 
Gen. Kenyon Joyce reviewed the request. 
agreed that it might be a good idea to 
provide an extra race daily for 2-year- 
olds. and approved it solely on that basis. 
The question of any possible additional 
revenue to Del Mar did not enter into 
their decision. Mr. Murphy said. “Tf it 
was a mistake.” he concluded. “it was a 
mistake of judgment on our parts.” 

As for the problem of racing dates. Mr. 
Murphy offered $1.000 to anyone at the 
table who could come up with a solution 
that would be acceptable and agreeable 
to everyone. He is in no danger at all 
of losing his $1.000. The main reason is 
that he added a kicker which stipulates 
that the State does not lose any revenue 
from horse racing. For example. he cited 
figures that showed where one local fair 
will receive $600.000 less from racing than 
it received in 1948: another was down 
$400.000: another only $40.000. What- 
ever the decline. it does not seem to make 
much difference. and the dates are not 
going to change it a great deal. Folks 
are not wagering as much as they did in 
1948. or in 1949. and it would seem time 
for the fairs to readjust their own econ- 
omy. rather than expect racing to sup- 
port them in the style they have become 
accustomed to—and hate to relinquish.

De Luxe did not register a major stakes triumph 
until the Narragansett Special. He had won the 
King Philip Handicap at the Narragansett Park 
summer meeting. but it was worth only $4.760 to 
him. The $20,550 earned in the Special brought 
his total for the season to $38,845, most of which 
has been earned for his present owner, True 
Davis Jr.. of South Saint Joseph. Mo. Mr. Davis 
bought him from Calumet Farm at the Keeneland 
spring meeting of 1950 for a price reported to be 
in the neighborhood of $10,000. 

In the Special. De Luxe was rated behind the 
early leaders and moved up gradually to overhaul 
High Bracket and Reveille in the stretch. His 
winning margin was half a length. but he was pull- 
ing away at the finish. Cochise. the favorite and 
topweight. and Sun Bahram were impeded at the 
start when High Bracket veered to the inside.

He did not win at two. and was 
sold) for 1.300 guineas (slightly under $4.000) at 
Newmarket to the Anglo-Trish Agenev. This was 
in the fall of 1916. The following vear he was 
shipped to Venezuela where he won 278.294 boli- 
vares in three seasons of racing. According to 
1919 exchange rates, this would have been equal

to about $90,000. His Venezuelan stakes wins in- 
cluded the Copa Simon Bolivar, Copa Governador, 
and Fuerzas Armadas. In the fall of 1949, his 
owner, Federico de la Madriz, decided to ship 
him to the U. S. for the Gold Cup at Belmont 
Park.

The favorite and top weight 
was C. E. Tuttle’s Double Brandy. which finished 
last. *Hypocrite 2nd raced next to last for the 
first six furlongs. and then moved to the lead in 
the stretch. He is the only horse by the English 
sire Hyperion to win a stakes in this country this 
year.

The son of War Relic—Bridal 
Colors. by Black Toney, will be shipped 
to France in October. He will stand at 
Mr. Dupre’s Haras dOuilly, at Pont 
dOuilly, Calvados. Announcement of the 
sale was made by Dan B. Midkiff, Circle 
M manager. 

Relic will be the second American-bred 
stallion to be shipped to France this year. 
Whirlaway was leased during the sum- 
mer by Marcel Boussac for a three-year 
term, and now Relic has been purchased. 
On several occasions while visiting in Ken- 
tucky French horsemen have expressed 
a desire for a stallion of the Fair Play 
male line. Relic. through War Relic and 
Man o° War, will provide this.

Proof that additional racing is not the 
answer to additional revenue is the case 


of Del Mar. When the nine-race  pro- 
grams were put into effect. Del Mar’s 


parimutuel handle was down some 6 per 
cent from year ago. After three 
weeks of nine races a day. six days a 
week, the handle was down approximately 
9 per cent. Mr. Murphy asked for sug- 
gestions on what might be the best policy 
for the board. The Turf writers agreed 
that the best policy would be one that 
sought to protect racing, rather than raise 
additional revenue; and in that connec- 
tion they recommended that all race meet- 
ings in the State be five days a week, with 
no overlapping of seasons. Their thought 
was directly opposite the one expressed 
by Dr. Strub.
